Understanding the Mind the Child 


Sister Adelbert, S.N.D., Ph. 


NEED not emphasize the fact that the 
first years are, far, the most im- 
portant child’s training; that the 
habits and character child are funda- 
mentally formed the age seven; 
statement made the well known psy- 
chologist Rev. Thomas Verner Moore, 
M.D., Ph.D. 

Most people take for granted that 
when child born, the parents acquire, 
ipso facto, the knowledge and ability 
train it. matter fact, many parents 
find themselves completely loss from 
the moment their first child born. Since 
they have clear conception the duties 
imposed upon them parenthood, the edu- 
cation the child becomes little more 
than succession improvised experi- 
ments. The second child, coming onto the 
scene before these more less random 
experiments have led any safe conclu- 
sions, will educated the 
hazard manner. The result that when 
parents, who groped the dark long, 
finally begin realize the failure their 
mode training, will too late 
retrace their steps. Then, they will have 
alternative but await the day when 
they can send their child school, rid 
parental responsibilities. One pities the 
little ones who through this 
process and who times develop and grow 
spite rather than because the 
training lack training accorded them.

Count Concretely 


Expose not impose! Every child has 
unique dynamic pattern growth. wise 
mother should able sense the time 
when her child ready for numbers and 
reading activities and similar interests just 
she senses when ready walk. 
She must never try force him 
certain things certain age because 
books say so, So-and-So’s Jimmy did 
this that age. From little she 
should feel the thermometer child’s 
readiness for such interests. Long before 
the age three, she can begin developing 
the all-important mumber concept, 
counting his pennies, counting the cookies 
which she gives him for his playmates, 
sometimes having him count with her 
touches each one while saying each 
number name; eventually, she may have 
him count alone the number which 
thinks may need. other words, she 
should make number concepts and number 
names function his daily experiences. 

many parents show off with the 
child’s accomplishment rattling off 
the number serially fifty hun- 
dred, whereas, they could have developed 
the understanding number simultane- 
ously with the rote presentation. The mere 
fact that child can say the names 
the numbers consecutively does not 
antee the ability see the relation among 
the little boys his row, count the 
fingers his one hand, does thus: 
every two fingers, etc. may know the 
number names like parrot, but has 
absolutely number concept. cannot 
tell whether two means more less than 
one; whether five.apples more less 
than seven. How easily could assist 
child grasp these concepts through daily 
needs. 

Another practical device, which will help 
develop number readiness, accustoming 
the child group concept. Multiple 
opportunities offer themselves the family 
travels through town country. Attention 
should called the groups cows, 
horses, cars, saying: 
cows? How many sheep you see, 
Jimmy?” and on. five-year-old who 
was riding through the country with his 
parents could not see group 
response “How many cows you 
see?” would always say, see two, 
two, and one,” see one, one, and 
matter how they were grouped, 
would never say three, four, five, 
though did know the names the 
numbers serially; fact, could count 
rote. develop this ability, one 
needs much practice calling attention 
groups and Five the limit, be- 
cause, without the aid ability add and 
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multiply, even adults cannot perceive 
group larger than five unless arranged 
definite pattern unless they have 
been specifically drilled. 

With these abilities developed, the child 
will ready cope with the abstract 
phase number work which must 
introduced the first grade. 

The same can said about reading 
readiness. The two abilities, reading and 
number work, correlate highly with intelli- 
gence. child good one should good 
the other. 

What reading? Reading thought 
getting from signs symbols. When does 
child first begin read? When looks 
into its mother’s eyes and reads thoughts 
love there, really reading from 
signs. Keep this mind: reading thought 
getting. not word calling; not 
letter calling; nor sound making. 


“Read” Picture Books 


The initial process reading should 
begin mother’s lap; already then 
she should begin create interest 
not only telling stories but also reading 
stories, showing the child picture books, 
wordless books and from them form stories 
which may interest the child. Gradually, 
picture books with real printed 
should 

Here one factor which important 
the process reading should explained; 
namely, the eye movement. 
Most parents take for granted that the 
child’s eyes naturally move from left 
right when printed matter presented 
him. child does not mature into left-to- 
right eye movements. attacks page 
book the same way that 
accustomed attack anything presented 
him. may look toy from left 
right, but may look from right 
left, from center out, inside out, from 
bottom up, from top bottom; and 
unless has been properly trained, 
will the same when enters the realm 

Therefore, already the mother’s lap 
the picture storybook can used de- 
velop this habit. the mother reads the 
story him, she sweeps from left right 
under the printed lines with her hand 
“sweeps” not points, because the finger- 
pointing habit often and well 
ingrained the child that takes months 
unteach him and reteach the proper way 
read thoughts rather than mere words.

Learn Words First 


True, some have learned read the 
A-B-C even the abstract phonics method. 
but what cost both children and 
teachers! Common sense dictates that the 
child mind and the laws learning 
taken into consideration. Furthermore, in- 
terest plays great part the learning 
process. What interests the child more: 
buh, cuh, duh, ma, me, mi, mo, mu, 
sounds they appear words already 
knows: father, mother, baby, cat, doll, 
ball, etc.? Present-day methods are based 
the understanding and common sense 
the child. The child learns read 
associating symbols with pictures ob- 
iects for which already has concepts. 
Eventually, when the bridge between 
home and school has been strengthened, 
introduced abstract letters, the 
alphabet, and the sounds which the 
words already can read sight are 
composed. have, during the past 


years, graduated from the idea that 


child must first know the alphabet, then 
all the two-lettered words, before ever 
learns the three-lettered ones. realize 
that child can recognize such long words 
as, airplane, thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and Santa Claus much better 
and much sooner than such abstract

There are methods and there are meth- 
ods learning. Formerly rode horse- 
and-buggy style get anywhere; would 
that today when have modern 
Buick Ford take there? Why 
should lag behind educational findings? 
simple illustration may impress this idea 
your mind when you are tempted 
criticize the modern methods. 

There are several ways you could leave 
this room.

Premature teaching letters, for which 
the child has concepts, thwarts later 
progress.

The learning the names and recogni- 
tion the alphabet not hereby discour- 
aged, for one does need that not only for 
spelling, but for the 
ranged indexes telephone books, for 
using the dictionary, and for reference 
encyclopedia. But must emphasized 
that both parents, the first and most im- 
portant teachers, and their vicars, the 
teachers, should try understand the 
mind the child and approach new learn- 
ing from the known the unknown; from 
known concepts unknown and not throw 
the child abruptly into the lake and let 
him sink swim before ready.

Reading Important 


Why dwell long the ability 
read? Failure learning read almost 
invariably has serious social and personal 
consequences. Failure reading seri- 
ous its consequences child finan- 
cial marital failure adults. Most 
teachers have very little difficulty locat- 
ing the child who having trouble with 
the mechanics reading. But only re- 
cently have educators looked into the 
emotional personal consequences. 
Numerous types maladjustments may 
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arise defense reactions. child who has 
difficulty with learning read, may de- 
velop: 

Nervous tensions and habits as: 
stuttering, nail biting, restlessness, insom- 
nia, pathological illnesses. 

Putting bold front as: loud talk, 
defiant conduct, sullenness. 

Retreat reactions as: mind wander- 
ings, daydreaming, inferiority complex, 
withdrawal from ordinary associations. 

Counterattack as: making mischief 
school, playing practical jokes, thefts, 
cruelty, bullying, destructiveness. 

Extreme self-consciousness as: 
tiveness, blushing, developing eccentricities. 

“Give up” and can’t” attitude as: 
inattentiveness, indifference, apparent lazi- 
ness. 

For these reasons, vital that child 
prepared the parents cope with 
the reading difficulties the first grade. 
How else can mother prepare the child 
for reading readiness? She can develop the 
ability see story sequence pic- 
tures. Though per cent the comic 
strips should condemned, still they have 
had that one advantage developing the 
left-to-right eye movement and developing 
the ability seeing story sequence 
pictures. Reading-readiness books have 
numerous devices carry this program 
psychologically. 

mothers would follow some the 
above-suggested activities, well read 
more stories and poems the child, they 
would develop the child greater power 
fully missing our present-day school 
children due doubt the influence 
the movie, radio, and general American 
restlessness. 

What part does the kindergarten play 
developing school readinesses? learn- 
ing read and compute with numbers 
were the only skills the child must acquire 
the first-grade level, the situation would 
not serious; but the child having 
kindergarten training has host new 
adjustments make and multitude 
nonacademic school learnings acquire. 

First all, must get accustomed 
being away from his family circle, from the 
protection his mother and older siblings. 
must get acquainted with teacher 
that is, some other authority than the 
parents. must, furthermore, get accus- 
tomed receive less attention from 
must learn, above all, inhibit his desire 
must develop the power listen, ob- 
serve, respond, focus attention and 
concentrate activities not always 
immediate interest. must get accus- 
tomed large group different chil- 
dren; learn the give-and-take life; share 
with others. must soon learn sub- 
stitute the materials school for his own 
toys and playthings. All these learnings are 
difficult and confusing any child, par- 
ticularly those who have never been 
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kindergarten. the kindergarten training 
does other good but the above, which 
are more less personal, emotional, social, 
rather than intellectual, then certainly 
serves its purpose. 


Develop Initiative 


The kindergarten training promotes, 
furthermore, the rare problem-solving abil- 
ity. This does not, any means, signify 
problems arithmetic. But merely means 
problems adjustment and knowing what 
emergency. The teachers, and 
mothers well, frequently sin against the 
common laws democracy. They preach 
and teach democracy and times act 
like veritable Hitlers. Take simple ex- 
ample: 

The wind has blown plant from the 
window sill. The plant ruined; the 
flowerpot broken; the water spilled 
over the wax floor rug. desperation, 
the mother teacher tells one child 
this and another that, instead 
giving little children opportunity 
uses their reasoning power and develop 
the ability solve problems.

some the restricting elements inherent 
this more general definition. summary 
some the explanations based these 
characteristics seems have place here. 


What Catholic Action? 


Catholic Action itself apostolate 
late, namely, that the hierarchy. 
auxiliary the hierarchy because, being 
participators only, the laity not act 
their own initiative. subordinate the 
hierarchy. This consequence its 
auxiliary position. organized because 
participates the organized acts 
organic whole, the hierarchy. Catholic 
Action consecrated the Triumph 
the Kingdom Christ, for since par- 
ticipates the hierarchical apostolate, 
must share its desire and aim. But the 
desire and aim the hierarchy the 
desire and aim the Church Tri- 
umph Christ’s Kingdom. short, then, 
Catholic activity Catholic Action only 
the hierarchy and has episcopal commis- 
sion. 

The aims Catholic Action suggest 
something the nature the program 
and what expected our pupils. First, 
have the aim preparation. This re- 
fers the formation members. 
intended that this preparation will not 
only religious and moral, but also, social 
and apostolic. the past, result 
secularization, personal sanctification and 
salvation have been stressed the relative 
oversight social sanctification and salva- 
tion. Catholic Action gives the social aspect 
its proportionate place. 

Second, have the specific, particu- 
lar, aims. These are embodied concrete 
activity. They are the actual helps given 
the hierarchy the performance their 
duties parishes and the vast social 
field. 

And finally there the ultimate aim, 
the end toward which the other two tend 
the triumph the Kingdom Christ 


society.

Children Can Learn Catholic Action 


Our question is: What the place the 
elementary school with respect the pro- 
gram Catholic Action?

Catholic Action and its activities, past 
and present. old truth: You cannot 
well what you not love and you 
cannot love what you not understand. 
the ordinary means mentioned 
here, together with prayer, that gain 
greater knowledge and love God, 
that give out others and win them 
prayer. This, the Catholic Action way 
personal and social sanctification, 
symbolized these lines quotation:

Some Specific Activities 


Let now examine the specific, 
particular, aims and see what the impli-

Other prac- 
tices are more less the growing stage. 
Pupils increasing numbers seem 
interested gathering neighborhood chil- 
dren for Mass and for Sunday school 
preparation for the sacraments. They some- 
times assist this preparation way 
teaching prayers. They try get children, 
who otherwise would not come, attend 
the Catholic school. They invite public 
school boys the CYO athletics, thus 
bringing them into contact with the priests 
and with Catholic social spirit they would 
otherwise not know. They encourage their 
parents and others church de- 
votions and attend Mass and receive 
Holy Communion special days and dur- 
ing special seasons. Some classes accu- 
mulate magazines and the like 
for their sodality library tables. Others are 
interested giving their used copies 
The Young Catholic Messenger hos- 
pitals for other girls and boys read. 
Listening the Catholic Hour and dis- 
cussing sodality meetings the 
classroom growing interest among the 
older pupils. Although these activities have 
been carried more from the viewpoint 
good works than Catholic Action,

school year group boys came one 
the teachers and said: you 
know that May had last year, 
Our Lady’s Crusaders; well couldn’t 
have that all this year? We’ve been talking 
over and want Holy Com- 
munion twice month and make visits 
our Blessed Lady. We’d like have hik- 
ing with too, and we’ve found some 
fine places for all the boys. We’re ready 
for meeting you don’t mind.” The 
teacher asked they wanted her 
the meeting. They answered: yes, 
you better come, there might some 
slackers.” This probably representative 
the potential spirit hand that might 
turned the cause Catholic Action. 

But this idea organization brings 
the ultimate aim Catholic Action, the 
predeterminer and final goal the first 
two aims, the Triumph Christ’s King- 
dom.

Yesterday and Today

UNDERSTAND fully the edu- 
cational policy the Spain today 
the eighteenth century when for the first 
time two radically different and opposing 
ideologies the educational field appeared 
the scene. 

The disintegrating ideas and doctrines 
the French Encyclopedists, which took 
their tangible and logical form 
French Revolution entered Spain 
through books and then through 
soldiers Napoleon. The Spanish people 
whose faith had been purified and steeled 
eight centuries life-and-death strug- 
gle against the Moors and two cen- 
turies colonization and evangelization 
new worlds faced the invading hordes 
not much desecrators their native 
soil but more especially, and that their 
habitual crusader spirit, revolutionary 
enemies Christ and scoffers His Holy 
Church. 

They repelled and expelled the invaders 
but the virus their poisoned ideas and 
doctrines remained and ‘found lodging 
intellectuals, and the readers Voltairian 
literature. The seed thus planted grew 
and, necessary consequence, led the 
dualism the national concepts. see 
then the one side these revolutionary 
principles espoused certain political 
parties whose endeavor was cast 
Spain and Spanish thought into molds and 
furrows that were radically opposed its 
organic contexture, its temperament, and 
its ideology. 

the other side the line and opposed 
the above have the Spanish people, 
whole, simple, believing, always docile 
the voice their spiritual leaders and 
firmly attached their sacredly intangible 
trilogy God, country, king. The Civil 
Wars 1833, 1869, and 1874 were not 
much wars dynasty violent clashes 
between antagonistic modalities philo- 
sophic and religious thought, the struggle 
between the “to-be” the 
Spain. This duality concept affected the 
entire educational system the country. 


Secularists Get Control 


the name liberty and the Goddess 
Reason the Spanish University, which 
for centuries had forged and fashioned the 
great Spanish Empire with the men had 
trained, saw its faculty theology and its 
famous colleges grouped around them sup- 
pressed and the entire structure the 
university fashioned the Napoleonic 
type extreme centralization and govern- 
ment control. The secondary schools (in- 
stitutos) that were erected the 
government followed the wake the 


universities bureaucratic control. 

All branches knowledge 
corporated into the programs and placed 
the same level. Religion lost its privi- 
leged place and was considered just 
one more branch with this added dis- 
advantage, stigma you want, that the 
students were left free follow not 
follow the course, and that the name 
freedom conscience. strange argu- 
ment indeed when one remembers that all 
the students were baptized Catholics. 

The primary school shared like fate 
with perhaps this exception that the teach- 
ing religion remained obligatory. But 
very many cases reduced itself the 
mere memorizing the Catechism rather 
than practical application its teach- 
ings everyday life. 

Add this that all through the educa- 
tional system, from the University down 
the primary school, the government toler- 
ated and times shielded professors who 
were known unbelievers and atheists. 
And here have the paradox men 
calling themselves good Catholics and who, 
the same time, responsible heads 
governments, the name liberty, went 
dechristianizing their country. 

activity was most 
noticeable the field education. Fortu- 
nately, however, the Catholic conscience, 
very large number families 
the one hand, and the active and devoted 
zeal the religious teaching orders the 
other, formed during all these years solid 
line defense against which this official 
dechristianizing action, sustained and fo- 
mented Masonic ‘agencies, was largely 
checked. 

With these preliminary considerations 
let examine the two major events that 
transpired Spain during the past ten 
years. will notice once the same 
two forces, the duality philosophic and 
religious thought under different forms 
but the bottom essentially the same. 
will limit ourselves education. 


And Then Communism

existence, April 14, 1931, represents the 
ephemeral triumph the disintegrating 
ideas and doctrines above referred to, 
represented this case the extreme out- 
growths Liberalism which call Social- 
ism and Communism. The ground was well 
prepared the intellectual centers the 
tenacious and corrosive 
since 1876 educational entity called 
Institucion Libre founded 
Francisco Giner los Rios. 

the field education, the republic 
once set work effect complete 
transformation counting upon the school 


furnish adepts the new political regime. 
The abundant Republican school legisla- 
tion bears destructive character, suppress- 
ing all that considered being contrary 
its political interests. Here are just 
few the many laws enacted: suppression 
the teaching religion; removal 
all the crucifixes buildings; 
revision all textbooks, eliminating from 
them all that referred religion; removing 
from office teachers known for their 
open Catholic attitude; forbidding religious 
orders engage teaching. All this was 
done implant socialistic, atheistic 
system education. 

But mere suppressions not constitute 
positive system education. that re- 
spect can stated that the Republic 
created organic school laws despite its 
reiterated promises the country that 
effect. The pre-existing laws with all their 
defects and needs adjustment present- 
day conditions were left intact. 


Religion Comes Back Schools 


now come the present regime 
the regime new Spain. The minister 
education has issued decrees referring 
studies, and the rechristianization 
Spain. All these ordinances tend satisfy 
undeniable national necessity; all are 
consubstantial with the national 
which had been disjointed the Republic. 
was necessary give back Spain 
that which really constituted its historical 
significance Christian nation, deeply 
rooted Catholic faith which had always 
been its most cherished treasure and most 
distinctive characteristic. 

Even during the war the new government 
started its work restoring the Catholic 
sentiment. The measures took during 
those dark days with reference the 
primary schools are the following: the 
restoration the crucifix all the schools; 
obligatory teaching the Catechism and 
the traditional Spanish 
the pupils the teacher; recitation 
the Rosary and the commented reading 
the Gospel; the obligation assist 
Holy Mass group; the holding 
May and October devotions; the careful 
preparation for First Holy 
the revision the textbooks and library 
books; the elimination undesirable 
teachers; the erection chapels the 
larger school centers with spiritual di- 
rector charge. 


1La Institution Libre from its very in- 
ception developed careful plan for dechristianizing the 
educational thought the nation. With years its mem- 
and degrees wormed itself into all 
the sections the ministry education 
gained control of an ever increasing number of chairs 
the universities. may said that their nefarious 
doctrines found their embodiment the Revolution. 
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the very near future complete 
organic law for primary education will 
issued. the meantime there are special 
religion and professional courses for teach- 
ers many whom make annual retreat. 

secondary education, the law 
September, 1938, might called revolu- 
tionary for gave the deathblow the 
Napoleonic conception secondary schools 
which reduced them mere bureaucratic 
organisms. The new law confers ample 
liberty the director and faculty regard- 
ing the internal government the institu- 
tos (colleges), confides the teaching 
religion and its practices spiritual di- 
rector appointed the Bishop, and thus 
makes the official colleges not only centers 
learning but also character training. 

The law secondary education issued 
Sr. Saienz Rodriguez, one-time minister 
instruction, elicited very laudatory 
article from the Observatorre Romano be- 
cause its deeply Catholic spirit. 
also contains total reform studies 
pursued and the methods acquir- 
ing the same. Instead the encyclopedic 
character the former baccalaureate pro- 
gram, special emphasis put the hu- 
manities: There are seven years Latin, 
four Greek, seven Spanish language 
and literature, with many history 
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and geography, and three years Neo- 
Scholastic philosophy. 

The same spirit animates the reform 
that being prepared for the university. 
The keystone the reform will the 
restoration religion its place honor 
the form faculty higher religion 
studies. The neutral attitude which had 
crept into all university teaching will 
replaced sound Catholic one which 
really the national spirit. The university 
chapel which has been gathering the dust 
ages will reopened and the scholastic 
year will start with solemn religious 
ceremony. 

There but one religious and teaching 
preoccupation existing the government’s 
education program and that give 
back the Church and the institutions 
which represent her the place honor 
which they exercised the most glorious 
epochs Spanish history. Nothing else 
could explain the economic aid extended 
seminaries, the protection accorded the 
recently created Pontifical University, the 
number ecclesiastics and religious that 
selected members “The Academy 
Scientific Research,” and the encourage- 
ment extends all manifestation 
Catholic art and culture throughout the 
country.

ODERN education demands not 

only the mastery content but 
also method those successful teach- 
ers who must teach skills and knowledges 
well attitudes and ideals. accom- 
plish this difficult but ever interesting 
task, the successful teacher need not em- 
bark upon some “new-fangled” program 
adorned with abundance the modern 
vocabulary “concomitant learning and 
vicarious experience” but rather have re- 
course somewhat antiquated idea 
psychological principle that “we best 
those things that give pleasure and that 
enjoy doing.” This utilization that 
age-old idea sometimes called motivation 
the teaching process. 

Primarily the function the teacher 
make the school life the child 
pleasant experience that efficient and 
economical learning may secured. This 
procedure does not include “soft peda- 
gogy” nor “progressive education” nor does 
confuse liberty with license. Rather 
based upon that sound principle right 
living that privileges entail responsibilities, 
the wholesome respect for which each child 
should inspired never disregard. 
attain this function teaching the ulti- 
mate purpose motivation which clothed 
with various interpretations 
cations. 

One the very common and often mis- 


applied devices for promotion motiva- 
tion the use rewards. Rewards may 
material and extrinsic nature and 
content such certain amounts money 
special privileges for the children 
they may nonmaterial but still extrinsic 
such praise from teachers, from fellow 
students, from parents, they may con- 
sist those much-desired academic grades 
and even those oft-elusive degrees. This 
type motivation secondary, meaning 
that such devices are the lower type. 
Another but more important 
termed intrinsic because the reward in- 
herent the act and the doing the act 
brings sufficient satisfaction reward the 
child. This the primary type motiva- 
tion which every teacher strives bring 
within his grasp. 

Rewards per have certain advantages 
that they are easy apply but they 
may not effective securing the desired 
results; also many are based upon the in- 
herent tendency the desire for self- 
expression which seems enshrined 
within the souls each us. However 
these advantages seem overbalanced 
the many disadvantages which may not 
first seem apparent. The constant use 
rewards may develop undesirable behavior 
such dishonesty win medal cheat- 
ing pass examination for scholar- 
ship, such practices may defeat the 
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fundamental principle society which 
hearty cooperation founded upon justice 
and honest competition. 

However the greatest misuse rewards 
the donating prizes various forms 
those students who hold first place 
scholarship their classes places which 
they secure without much effort many 
cases but because God has favored them 
with remarkable aptitude for such work. 
But did you ever hear many rewards 
being given those unfortunate students 
who comprise the lower per cent our 
classes? Yet educators say that re- 
wards are justified only motivators! 
The unfortunate students that lower 
bracket often must exert greater effort 
attain their these grades 
may be—than the excellent grades ob- 
tained the brilliant students. 

Then again, how many students 
algebra class members you think 
would greatly motivated exert extra 
effort reward, monetary otherwise? 
the start the course the year, the 
number might five, hardly ten, but after 
few report cards have made their appear- 
ance this number usually simmers down 
two three fewer. 

This writer, long classroom teacher 
boys and girls, offers the following sugges- 
tions for the proper use rewards: 

Employ the intrinsic forms mo- 
tivation whenever possible stressing the 
importance doing hard job well and 
also emphasizing that labor any form 
dignified, providing well done. Let 
the successful completion the task 
the reward and not resort the lower 
types motivation. 

school finds that tradition 
other factors make necessary the utiliza- 
tion rewards for the success the bril- 
liant students, see that equal opportunities 
some sort are provided for those un- 
fortunate students the lower per cent 
those classes. 

Employ rewards definitive “best 
citizen,” “has made the-most progress dur- 
ing the year,” “has made the greatest 
contribution the school.” “But these 
rewards are too subjective for application,” 
says the critic. “But more subjective 
than the opinions arrived the summa- 
tions grades,” says the psychologist.

schools must teach history. But, mere 
facts and dates are not history; the words 
the dictionary are not literature; the 
notes the scale are not music; and tons 
bricks are not architecture. Facts, words, 
notes, and bricks are the dead matter 
requiring the informing, life-giving idea 
the master become articulate and 
deliver their message. Failure grasp that 
idea will leave the whole work meaningless.

Israel they will see the “Em- 
bryo the Mystical Body.” not 
high time oppose this Christian inter- 
pretation the Marxian interpretation 
history? can done and must 
done Catholic education. 

Let us, demonstration, take the first 
page the world’s history, the one that 
finished: the times before Christ. The 
promise Redeemer was the only treas- 
ure Adam had transmit his posterity. 
That promise, heirloom the human race, 
the warp and woof ancient history. 
The deluge and later the Tower Babel, 
having proved that mankind, whole, 
was poor guardian divine truth, God 
selected special nation its “official 
guardian.” Israel becomes the “Church 
God,” and God will see that the gates 
hell never prevail against it. Maistre’s 
famous saying: “Who devours the Pope 


dies,” had its counterpart ancient times: 
Who harmed Israel was doomed. 

the gridiron the activities all the 
players are centered around the one who 
“carries the ball.” Israel carries the prom- 
ise, and all other nations cooperate, un- 
helping the carrier get through. the 
human body, the heart but small organ, 
hidden for its own safeguard, but the 
lifespring the whole organism. Israel 
the “heart the world.” Egypt and 
Babylon, Greece and Rome may “steal 
the show,” for the layman, but not for 
the Christian who reads from the divine 
blueprint. The raison d’étre Israel 
Christ; the raison d’étre the great 
empires Israel. They have mission from 
the Lord, for which provides the 
power. When that mission fulfilled, God, 
like artist who changes one tool for 
different one, discards one nation and calls 
another; for God changes His ways, but 
never His plans. 

Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, figures 
Faith, Hope, and Charity are the founda- 
tion stones Israel; the Twelve Sons 
Jacob, like the Twelve Apostles, are the 
pillars the “pre-Christian Church.” 
fact the New Testament the Old, 
like the oak the acorn, and the Old 
explained the New, like the Prophecy 
its fulfillment. 


Egyptians 


The cradle, the nursery, the grade 
school Israel, was Egypt, the oldest 
known civilization. The Greeks called 
the School the Nations. Their writers 
tell about its marvelous fertility, its 
unsurpassed wisdom, and its monuments 
whose very ruins this day strike the 
world with awe. The best being not too 
good for the Lord’s favorites, 
this land that God directs Jacob and his 
sons. From family 70, they grow into 
multitude millions, during long 
period prosperity. Then, the hard 
school bondage, they learn all those 
trades necessary the life nation. 
When Israel age, the blood the 
Lamb saves him from bondage. Baptized 
the Red Sea, now belongs God 
alone. The mission Egypt ended: 
Her day reckoning hand. Egypt 
weighed and found wanting. From 
protector Israel, Egypt has become 
persecutor. Instead worshiping the au- 
thor its wisdom, the giver its riches, 
the creator its fertility, Egypt has fallen 
into the most abominable idolatry and 
corruption. Men, beasts, and plants re- 
ceive divine honor. Everything god 
except God Himself. Happy people, railed 
Juvenalis, who raise their gods their 
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own gardens. Ezechiel, the name the 
Lord, pronounces the sentence: “There 
shall more princes Egypt.” Slow 
but sure, the elements corruption 
their work; then Persians, Greeks, and 
Romans come turn, conquer and rule 
“the land the famous ruins.” 


II. Phoenicians 


Israel was the cutodian, not the mis- 
sionary the true Faith. order 
God, Israel lived segregated from other 
nations and was strictly forbidden 
mingle with them: the field was not ripe 
for the harvest. God had placed Israel 
Palestine, like monk cloister. That 
little country provided amply for his daily 
needs. But when Solomon builds God’s 
temple, the Phoenicians will hand 
cut the cedars Libanon, and supply 
the gold and silver, the incense and spices 
brought from the corners the world. 
What they did for the first temple, 
will again later for the second. 

The mission the Phoenicians 
assist Israel and provide him with all 
the things lacking Palestine. nation 
was better fitted for such purpose. Indeed, 
the Phoenicians were the greatest naviga- 
tors and traders antiquity. Situated 
the sea, they traveled all directions 
Asia, Africa, and Europe. Tyre and Sidon, 
their queen cities, hold the wealth the 
their merchants are princes. But, 
much gold dangerous and too much gold 
fatal. The mission the Phoenicians 
ended. Ezechiel brings against Tyre 
this triple indictment: pride, injustice, in- 
Partly destroyed 574, Tyre for- 
gets the lesson. Isaias announces the 
final destruction the proud city. 332 
Alexander turns her into pile ruins. 
345 the people Sidon, fearing the 
vengeance the Persians, had burned their 
own city. The Persians collected and sold 
the cinders that contained much gold and 
silver. “The dust Sidon, 
Jeremias, shall scattered with her gold.” 


III. Assyrians 

The Assyrians (Niniveh and Babylon) 
are the executors God’s justice. The na- 
tion the Jews was split two the 
schism the ten tribes that formed the 
Kingdom Israel (capital Samaria). They 
abandoned God and God abandoned them. 
Salmanazar, king Niniveh, destroys their 
kingdom and leads the inhabitants into 
captivity. The kingdom Israel was 
never restored. The kingdom Juda 
(capital Jerusalem), though somewhat bet- 
ter, was guilty many crimes. The 
prophets were persecuted, imprisoned, 
even put death, like Isaias cut two 
with wooden saw. Nabuchodonosor 
Babylon takes Jerusalem, destroys the 
Temple, levels the walls, and reduces the 
whole population into slavery. The cap- 
tivity Babylon lasted years. 

But their mission punishment the 
Assyrians had turned into mission 
destruction, trying destroy even the 
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religion the Jews and force them into 
idolatry. Niniveh stricken first, then 
Babylon, whose very name synonymous 
with pride and corruption. Nabuchodon- 
osor, who demanded adoration for himself, 
lived seven years with the beasts the 
field. Babylon still defies heaven. The 
handwriting the wall: Mane, Thekel, 
Phares. The very night Balthassar’s 
sacrilegious banquet Cyrus the Great 
enters the city and superb Babylon 
turned into park for wild beasts. Later on, 
the walls crumble, obstruct the river bed, 
the Euphrates floods the country, and 
what had been once Babylon-the-golden 
now muddy swamp. The prophecy 
Isaias was fulfilled the letter. “Babylon 
shall more inhabited; wild beasts 
shall rest there” (13). will make 
possession for the ericius and pools 
water” (14). 


IV. Medes and Persians 

the four world empires predicted 
Daniel, Babylon (the head gold) was 
the first; the second (chest and arms 
silver) the empire the Medes and 
Persians. Among the conquerors an- 
cient history, Cyrus, king Persia, 
not the greatest certainly the wisest. 
The praise given him Xenophon pales 
before the praise given him God. Read 
Isaias (45) about “Cyrus, anointed, 
whose right hand have taken hold of, 
subdue nations before him. For the sake 
Jacob, servant and Israel, elect, 
have even called thee thy name.” 
Verse most striking. have raised 
him justice and will direct all his 
ways. shall build city and let 
captives, not for ransom, nor for 
presents.” 

Cyrus was conscious this mission. 
The year following the fall Babylon, 
promulgated edict, saying: Lord 
King Heaven, who has given all the 
kingdoms the world, has commanded 
rebuild His house Jerusalem.” All 
Jews were exhorted return their 
country; the governors all the provinces 
were ordered provide help and money. 
Cyrus returned all the 
(about 5000), taken from the temple 
Nabuchodonosor, and pays all expenses. 
The temple, the city, and the walls 
Jerusalem, are rebuilt and once more Israel 
free nation. Cyrus declares exempt 
from all taxation. Thousands Jews, 
however, remained Persia. They were 
never persecuted, and many held high 
positions court, under Cyrus and his suc- 
cessors. 

may seem strange that the temple was 
rebuilt the Persians, whose own religion 
did not admit temples: “the deity cannot 
contained within walls.” But the finger 
God was there. The Elders Sion, 
who remembered the first temple could not 
withhold their tears, seeing how inferior 
this second was splendor, but Zacharias 
and Aggens consoled them. “The glory 
this temple will far surpass the glory 
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the first: will see the promised Messias, 
the King the world.” was only fair 
that this temple built through the co- 
operation all nations. 

The providential mission the Persians 
was not only destroy Babylon that 
was only means end; their true 
mission was restore Israel nation 
and rebuild the temple. Whenever the 
Persians fought any nation holding Jews 
captivity, they were victorious; when- 
ever they tried conquer any other coun- 
try, ever small, they failed 
shamefully. (Witness Scythia and Greece.) 
Their task now completed. Success has 
made them ambitious and 


their virility. Daniel vision (8) 


has seen the Ram overcoming the he-goat. 
Alexander conquers Persia, flings lighted 
torch into the palace Persepolis and the 
flames devour the spoils Asia. 


Greeks 


The glory that was Greece 
known. Never before nor after, 
find many great men small 
country. What might the reason? 
God’s plan, the Greek language was 
the universal language. The Messias 
near: weeks years, has said Daniel. 
The time has come open all nations 
the treasures truth contained the 
Holy Writ. Hebrew, the language the 
Old Testament was understood only 
small nation. God therefore chose Greek, 
the most perfect language this side 
heaven. Greece became the center cul- 
ture, letters, arts, philosophy, 
had reached its apogee during the age 
Pericles, God prepared messenger 
Greek culture: Alexander the Great, the 
first man who ever ruled East and West, 
the first conqueror whose armies were 
accompanied men letters and arts:

Second, the Fathers the first 
centuries used Greek expose and expound 
the Gospel Christ. that beautiful 
dress, the Christian doctrine would prove 
more attractive the pagan world and 
the Christian argument more irresistible. 
Clement, Ignatius, Justin, Origen, and that 
galaxy the fourth century, the golden 
age Christian literature, put the most 
perfect language the service the most 
perfect religion. 


VI. Romans 


The Roman Empire the last the 
four world empires predicted Daniel. 
supersedes the others and will super- 
seded none: nation that kills itself 
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need not conquered. The Roman Colos- 
sus, with feet clay, will brought low 
the little stone rolling down from Mount 
Calvary. Why the immense Roman Empire, 
that joined the world before with the world 
after Christ? clear the road for the 
not the Promise but the 
Fulfillment, make Rome the capital 
the world, and prepare the headquarters 
for the Kingdom God.

The 
love for the misguided and repressed peoples both Germany 
and Russia lovingly expressed. 

The five-point plan the Pope for “just peace” and 
“ordered prosperity” with its triumphs over hate, over mis-. 
trust, over the spirit ruthless selfishness, over the conflict 
world economy, and over the false principle that might 
makes right. This peace the Pope will also include three 
fundamental values which His Holiness Pius XII recalled 
the fiftieth anniversary that Magna Carta Labor, the 
encyclical, Rerum Novarum: 
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That the goods which were created God will flow 
equitably all men for whom they were created accord- 
ance with justice and equity. 

That the human and personal character labor, particu- 
larly any action the state, shall preserved. 

That the importance the possession private property 
the family, particularly land, and more particularly 
family homestead, recognized. 

With apostolic liberty and with fraternal charity words 
greeting and sympathy and prayer their fellow 
bishops war-devastated Europe for five freedoms for the 
freedom worship God according the dictates con- 
science, for freedom education, for freedom assembly, for 
freedom from the slavery tyranny, and for freedom the 
sons God. The same Christian sentiments all people 
who are crushed under the heel the invader, and all who 
suffer heavy burden suffering and sacrifice. And with 
deep Christian sympathy, the inhuman treatment the 
Jews condemned. 

reference the labor problem which has loomed 
large recently our national horizon, there fine state- 
ment the sympathy the bishops for labor, rather the 
laboring man and his family, and their difficulties. There the 
hope expressed that the leaders will keep before them the 
purpose promote the common good the country and will 
refrain from doing anything harmful the general welfare.

This leads 
prayer that “the Holy Spirit shall enlighten, guide, and 
strengthen the Chief Executive, the Congress, and all who 
bear the grave responsibility government these diffi- 
cult days.” 

special significance for Catholic educators are the grave 
words that the bishops are “gravely concerned with the future 
supernatural religion this country. The evils that injure 
destroy supernatural religion are abroad the world and 
this country:” false doctrine, immorality, disbelief, and re- 
born paganism. The danger particularly youth, and the 
remedy, part least, for them Christian doctrine and 
Christian practice.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Sunday which Christian churches commemorate the Resur- 
rection Christ call Easter. This name use only among 
English- and German-speaking people. all probability the name 
derived from that the heathen goddess, Ostara, Osterr, Eastre. 
She was the personification the East, the morning, and the 
spring. perhaps akin “der Osten,” the German word for east, 
suggestive the rising sun. Non-Teutonic nations cling the word 
derived from the Aramaic word “pesach,” which has been translated 
into English Passover. Thus the Spanish say Pascua, the French 
Paques, and the Italians Pasqua. 

The terms pasch eggs, pass flower, pascal lamb, remind 
that our Christian festival the successor the Jewish Passover, 
while the word Easter carries back the more ancient celebrations 
which have expressed the universal outburst rejoicing over the re- 
awakening nature after the long sleep winter. 


Date Easter Sunday 


325 the Council Nice decreed that Easter must 
Sunday. Prior that, disputes arose between the Eastern and Western 
Churches the proper time celebrate Easter. The masses 
the Eastern Church celebrated the fourteenth day the first 
Jewish moon month, considering equivalent the Jewish Pass- 
over. The Western Church celebrated the Sunday after the 
fourteenth day, holding that commemorated the resurrection 
Jesus Christ. 

Easter Sunday always observed the first Sunday after the 
full moon which comes upon next after the twenty-first March.* 

Many and varied are the ceremonies, observations, customs, and 
legends centered about Easter and the 40-day periods time preced- 
ing and following this great festival. 

These Facts and Fancies have been gathered from diverse sources, 
over period years, and are presented with the hope that they will 
arouse deeper interest in, and appreciation of, the solemnities and 
beauties the Feast Easter. 


LENT: THE FORTY DAYS PRECEDING EASTER 


The Lenten season comprises about days, exclusive the Sun- 
days, which fall within that season; all Sundays are feasts and there- 
fore not fast days. 

The annual time the observation this season turns always 
upon the day the year which Easter falls. Easter movable 
feast and the time its recurrence depends upon the moon. 


Names and Customs 


Ash Wednesday’ the first day the Lenten season, which extends 
the close Easter eve, or, more specifically, noon Holy 
Saturday. The last day before Lent derived its name Shrove Tuesday 
from the custom going confession that day 
that is, receive absolution from sins. However, the day popularly 
was called Pancake Day, for was the custom eat pancakes that 
time. The association pancakes with Shrovetide ancient one. 
When Lent was kept strict abstinence from meat all through 
the days, was customary use all the drippings and lard 
making pancakes. consume all the pancakes, was customary 
call the apprentice boys and all others about the house, and they 
were summoned bell, which was naturally called pancake bell. 
The pancakes Shrove Tuesday and the pancake bell still survive 
England. Cockfighting and cockthrowing were sports known 
Shrove Tuesday the past. 

Throwing cocks was never indulged any other time the 
year. Some assert that the custom rose from St. Peter’s experience 
when denied the Saviour. 


“Mayst thou punished for St. Peter’s crime 
And Shrove Tuesday perish thy prime,” 


couplet which appeared 1692. survival this custom still 
extant Wales, where each year Shrove Tuesday leaden figures 
birds are set and boys invited throw chunks lead them.

States the Carnival observed only New Orleans where its “Mardi

Forty Days Lent 


Opinions differ whether the fast Lent anciently lasted days 
hours, but the 40-day rule has stood for centuries. the 40-hour 
fast the solemn hour was begun the afternoon the day which 
commemorates the Crucifixion (Good Friday) and continued until 
the morning that the Resurrection. The whole interval would 
thus hours.

Thus Isaac and Esau took 
themselves wives 40. Forty days did Christ fast, and later days 
did converse with His disciples after the Resurrection. 

The Greek Church keeps four lents distributed quarterly throughout 
the year. The rules for keeping Lent are rigid the Roman and Greek 
Churches. Marriage during the season not tolerated with any festiv- 
ities. All are more devotional during this period. the Anglican 
Church, Lent observed modified way. Moderate abstinence 
the use foods recommended and intermission gaiety and 


pleasure that more time may devoted religious reflection and 
contemplation. 


acred and Secular Customs 


Ash Wednesday, the first day Lent, derived its name from the 
custom which early prevailed Rome the priests blessing ashes 
made from palms which had been blessed the previous year and laid 
away for the purpose and putting them upon the brows the people, 
remind them that they are but ashes and dust and ashes must 
return. 

Naples the custom making effigy symbolical the Lenten 
season was once extremely popular and still met with. This the 
making the Quaresima (literally Lent), rag doll dressed black 
and white. her hand placed distaff laden with flax, while the 
other supports orange with seven quills stuck into it. The seven 
quills denote the seven Sundays Lent. Below the orange suspended 
hoop with various kinds food, permitted during Lent, hung. 

Ash Wednesday, Quaresima either hung from single 
window dangles from rope whose ends are fastened opposite 
windows across the street. Every Saturday Lent one the seven 
feathers pulled out amid great rejoicing.

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Saturday the effigy taken down and gunpowder fastened 
under the gown. the blazing puppet flies, through the air, fire- 
crackers are exploded and everyone rejoices that the period fast 

popular legend, Quaresima the wife Carnival who the 
height jollity Shrove Tuesday. Greatly provoked his riotous 
living, Quaresima denounces him good-for-nothing and spend- 
thrift. This quarrel ends the husband thrusting the distaff into 
the wife’s hands and bidding her spin and remain lean.

Sometimes pole with old clothes fastened called the witch, 
grandmother,” set the midst the fire which kindled 
the man who was last married. other places straw man 
burned the fire. The young people dance and sing round the fire 
and leap over the embers. This, supposed, will secure good crops 
and happy marriage within year. Often men and women, disguised 
and carrying burning torches the field, will dance and sing songs, 
because they say this will drive away the sower” who 
mentioned the Gospel for the day. 

account the fires kindled that day, the First Sunday 
Lent known some places the Sunday the Firebrands. After 
the fires are extinct, some the ashes put the fowls’ nests that 
the hens may lay plenty eggs throughout the year. 

Often great wheel made straw and dragged the top 
hill when fire set and sent rolling down the slope. 
thought that wherever the burning wheels roll, the fields will 
safe from hail and storm. 

The more fires seen sparkling the darkness, the more fruitful 
the year expected be, and the higher the dancers leap, the higher 
will grow the grain. 

Austria and Switzerland similar customs prevail. Switzerland 
the day popularly known Spark Sunday. some districts straw 
man made Shrove Tuesday. The straw man accused 
having perpetrated all the thefts that have been committed throughout 
the year and condemned death. The effigy then dragged through 
the streets the village and taken the fields where burned 
the villagers sing and dance around it. 

The Fourth Sunday Lent, called Laetare Sunday the Church 
calendar, popularly known “Mothering Sunday” England. 
the pretty custom servants, both young men and young women, 
and others who are work some distance from their first homes, 
return this Sunday visit their parents and bring with them 
some trifling present. This called mothering.” 

The Sundays and weeks Lent are numbered, first, second, third, 
and on. The fourth mid-Lent and the service that Sunday, 
Christ represented prophet. The fifth Sunday called Passion 
Sunday, Passiontide beginning then. Christ that day regarded 
priest. The sixth Sunday Palm Sunday, the anniversary our 
Saviour’s entrance into Jerusalem, exhibiting Himself then prince 
and thus completing His three great offices prophet, priest, and king. 

Out desire commemorate this triumphal entry grew the 
custom bearing which were blessed for the occasion. 


Palm Sunday 


Since early date the Christian era, the Sunday before Easter 
was called Palm Sunday. commemorates the triumphant entry 
Christ into Jerusalem. rode into the city very great multi- 
tude spread their garments the way. Others cut down branches 
from the trees and strewed them the way, saying the 
Son David, Blessed that cometh the name the Lord; 
Hosanna the highest.” this day palms are blessed the churches 
and distributed the people who carry them procession hold 
them their hands during the reading the Gospel. They are later 
taken home and preserved. portion these blessed palms reserved 
burned for holy ashes lay the brows the faithful 
Ash Wednesday the year following. 

But the triumphal entry the Saviour into Jerusalem was but 
prophetic figure that other triumph would receive the 
heavenly Jerusalem. The gates the celestial city, closed since the 
sin Adam, could not opened but the bloody Sacrifice 
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Calvary. This new triumph indicated the doors the Church 
being closed till the return the procession and then being opened. 


Palms During Holy Week 


All the palms used St. Peter’s Church, Rome, have been fur- 
nished the little village San Remo near Genoa for centuries. 
The right said date from the pontificate Sixtus was this 
Pope who transported the obelisk, which formerly ornamented the 
circus Caligula and Nero, the piazza St. Peter’s, where now 
stands. 

dangerous was this feat that death penalty was announced 
befall anyone who disturbed the silence which was absolutely neces- 
sary for overhearing the commands the architect, during the 
ceremony. happened that from the friction, the hauling ropes 
caught fire just the obelisk was being raised the piazza. 

Aqua alle funi (water the ropes) rang out from single voice 
above the solemn silence. was the voice Bresca San Remo. 
The obelisk was saved but the owner was arrested 
before the Pope, who, instead pronouncing death sentence, asked 
what reward wished for having saved the lives hundreds 
workmen whom the obelisk would have crushed its fall. The reward 
asked was not for himself but for his fellow countrymen Genoese 
riviera where superb palms grow. begged that his people allowed 
furnish the palms which are used during Holy Week the solemn 
procession the basilica St. Peter’s. “Granted” said the Pope 
only pontificate but perpetuity under all 
and the promise Sixtus has ever since been respected. 

Serbia the eve Palm Sunday the girls gather hill and 
sing ballads the resurrection Lazarus. Palm Sunday itself, 
they the well fountain draw water before sunrise. Here 
they dance ring and sing songs. 

Christ made His triumphal entry into Jerusalem, branches 
palm were strewn His path and was greeted with the cry 
the highest” but few days following, the cry “Crucify 
Him” went forth. According Swiss legend, when the palm heard 
the cry “Crucify Him” thorns grew the branches the tree and 
that why the palm and holly bear thorns. The palm tree has become 
symbol Christ, and Dante calls the cross the palm victory. 

Legend relates that the palm came from Paradise. According 
Moslem legend, God created the palm tree the sixth day crea- 
tion from the earth out which Adam had been fashioned. Moslem 
tradition claims that the palm first appeared the island Ceylon 
whither Adam went when was expelled from Paradise. 

Palm Sunday the first day the last week Lent, called Holy 
Week, Long Week, and also Passion Week. Thursday this week 
termed Maundy Thursday the day the mandate, “Do this 
commemoration Me.” followed Good Friday, the day 
the Crucifixion, when the shadow has reached its deepest phase 
remain until dispelled the Easter sun. the Roman Catholic 
Church the Tenebrae, service signifying darkness, celebrated 
Wednesday, Holy Thursday, and Good Friday commemorate the 
darkness which marked the Crucifixion. Fifteen candles memory 
the Blessed Virgin, the Apostles, and the holy women, are lighted. 
Fourteen psalms are chanted and the end each one tandle 
extinguished. noise then made represent the earthquake, after 
which darkness and silence reign, all being supposed have fled. 

St. Peter’s, Rome, the hundred lamps the tomb the Apostle 
are put out, and immense illuminated cross appears 
dependent from the great dome. 

England, Good Friday and Christmas are the only 
days the year, when the shops are all closed and the churches 
opened. early dawn Good “hot cross buns” are cried 
throughout the streets. The word supposed derived from 
boun, the name cake made flour and honey which the Greeks 
presented their gods. Generally speaking, Good Friday observed 
all Christian churches solemn day prayer and often fast- 
ing. Good Friday succeeded Easter-even, the last day Lent. 

old rhyme names the Sundays Lent as: 


Fid, Mid, and Misera; 
Carling, Palm, Pase Egg Day. 


The meaning the first three words hopelessly lost, though prob- 
ably connected with services for the days. Carling Sunday 
now known Mid Lent; Pase Egg Day Easter.

Training the Student the Liturgy 


Edward Fitzpatrick, Ph.D. 


was part our comprehensive plan for in- 
struction religion and the practice the 
elementary school level emphasize the sixth 
grade the Ordinary the Mass and give the 
student fair comprehension the elements 
the Proper the Mass.

points which two three readings the text 
will bring home the child under intelligent 
questioning the teacher and the use 
outline such given below. 

There are two dangers the study this 
material this level: one the effort add 
great deal theological material that likely 
confuse the student leading him into by- 
paths. The other danger the study the 
liturgy this level introduce number 
pedagogical activities that would useful but 
not contribute the simple objective which 
have mind. should like the words 
the liturgy sink into the soul the student 
without extraneous views. Even the introduction 
poems and activities, art works that might 
helpful supplementary material should not 
introduced this point prevent letting the 
liturgy speak for itself.

This article describes unit work de- 
veloped the sixth grade, St. Joseph 
School, Wilmette, Illinois. The subject, “The 
History the Church,” was the major unit. 
This was divided into three minor units; 
namely, “The Age the Roman Empire” 
“The Founding the Church”; “The Ages 
Faith” “Medieval Times”; and “The 
Church Modern Times.” 

Through modified form parliamentary 
procedure the class elected the following 
officers: chairman, assistant chairman, secre- 
tary, and librarian. After the reading survey 
the first minor unit the general chairman 
and her assistants, under the direction the 
teacher, constructed detailed outline based 
the main topics study guide. fur- 
ther facilitate research and constructive work, 
the study outline was divided into subtopics, 
which were assigned respective groups with 
chairman charge each group appointed 
the general chairman. This was done with 
teacher guidance. The chairman each group 
selected his committee members and assigned 
each specific phase the unit. 

the first minor unit, Church during 
the Roman Empire,” the term “Church” was 
clearly defined and the mystical body was 
illustrated, can seen the picture. The 
texts, the Vine, you are the Branches,” 
and “Feed Lambs,” were studied with 
reference the foundation the Church. 
The friezes were drawn the respective 
committees they studied the topics which 
dealt with the early history the Church. 
demonstration program was arranged for 
the parents during which the pupils gave oral 
reports, dramatizations, and exhibition 
their work. 

Now the class was ready take the 
work the second minor unit, “The Ages 
Faith.” The pupils organized previously 
explained and studied the great men who fol- 
lowed Christ their Leader. They saw how 
the Church saved civilization and how great 
men labored the cause Christian truth 


and Christian culture. They developed un- 


derstanding the temporal power the 
papacy and its significance. The work 
Charlemagne educating his people and 
christianizing the barbarians was dramatized. 
This dramatization closed with the coronation 
Charlemagne. 

Next followed brief discussion which ex- 
plained the disorder the central govern- 
ment after Charlemagne’s rule. The pupils 
learned how feudalism came into existence 
result this condition. song “Knights 
Old” expressed the ideals knighthood 
and the firmness justice and truth. One 
the class members gave report feudalism 
and with illustrative chart explained each 
term this institution. check this 
report the class was called upon define 
this system government. 

playlet four acts, written the class, 


described the market place Damascus, 
where every nationality was represented. The 
players discussed the political questions 
the day. This enabled the class understand 
how the Church had combat the evils 
the emperors those times. Problems were 
solved through their dramatizations and they 
clarified such expressions as: heresy, icon- 
oclasm, and the decrees the Pope. Reports 
the Holy Roman Empire and the German 
kings told them how the spiritual supremacy 
the Church was established during the 
“Ages Faith.” The work Gregory VII 
gave the class knowledge the three great 
evils against which the Church had struggle. 
They learned with what firmness fought 
maintain the doctrines Christ. They under- 
stood what terrible thing would have been 
had Gregory VII not suppressed the lawless- 
ness the age. 

Christian chivalry was another phase this 
minor unit. The religious influence and the 
purpose its institution were defined. The 
class gave the Knights’ Code and proposed 
questions, such the following: are 
the marks gentleman?” “What did our 
Lord say about meekness and mercy?” “What 
you mean chivalry?” “What were the 
duties knight?” “What alone can make 
the world happy?” The general chairman an- 
nounced, “Oh, here come the knights train- 
ing!” Twelve boys trained for rhythmic 
drill gave performance. They used foils 
which they themselves made and with knight- 
gestures kept time Sousa’s Capitain” 
march. 

survey the great contributions made 
the Church civilization was the result 
the study medieval universities, schools, 
hospitals, and charitable institutions. 
St. Thomas Aquinas, Albertus Magnus, St. 
Bernard Clairvaux, St. Bruno, and the 
monks helped the class recog- 
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nize the importance the work the 
Church. They became familiar with Pope 
Innocent III the the People.” 
This study included the work the English 
Catholics obtaining the Magna Charta, 
which laid the foundation the government 
enjoy today. 

Through knowledge the guilds the 
pupils learned how the Catholic Church has 
been the greatest organizer labor unions 
the history the world.

Another phase this minor unit was the 
study the crusades. The class learned how 
faith and love marked the strong impulse 
the nations western Europe regain the 
Holy Land. Richard the Lion Hearted, 
impersonated one the pupils, goes forth 
meet Saladin, one the members beats 
the drum and the class advances with martial 
song, “Oh, the Cavalry Coming!” The 
results the crusades Jed the class un- 
derstand how eastern civilization 
mitted the peoples western Europe and 
how this opened the way for the discovery 
the New World. 

dramatization the cathedral builders 
emphasized the faith the people and how 
they glorified God. gave evidence the 
wonderful cooperation the people con- 
structing faith. Their 
love for God expression the glorious 
arts the Middle Ages. 

The chairman and her assistants organized 
the demonstration program including songs 
and music correlating with the work prog- 
ress. brief review they explained how 
civilization under the constant inspiration 
the Church built new society. result 
this learning the class resolved take the 
torch civilization and carry onward 
promote Christian truth and justice. 
tribute their cause they closed the program 
with the song: “Take the Torch and Bear 
High!” 

The third minor unit, “The Church 
Modern Times,” completed the study “The 
History the Church.” Again through

Are Your Assignments Effective?

The assignment the all-essential 
good start studying. the 
golden moment for stimulating interest, sug- 
gesting methods studying, presenting 
clear explanation what involved the 
new lesson. important directive in- 
strument which learning activity often 
initiated. such, the teacher must all 
her power use the necessary means im- 
prove it. She will have make adequate 
preparations and carefully plan her work 
have definite and worthy aims and pur- 
poses for each unit instruction. These edu- 
cational outcomes must held definitely 
mind the teacher throughout the course 
because they will determine the nature and 
scope the assignment. well made, will 
arouse the interest the child and bring his 
mental powers into action and love for 
learning will take place. will, moreover, 
much keeping the child attentive, inter- 
ested, alert, and eager for more knowledge. 


Time the Assignment 


what part the class period should the 
assignment made? Authorities are not defi- 
nite this point and, therefore, answers 
the questions will vary. is, however, 
strongly recommended that the best time for 


assignment that part the class period 


immediately following the lesson for the day 
and immediately before the directed study 
period the assignment. this way 
possible link the old with the new and 
prepare the pupil for the study the new. 
This type assignment becomes coopera- 
tive one directed the teacher who made it. 

When the assignment made the first 
period the class, becomes part the 
new work. There is, course, teaching 
throughout the daily review recitation. 

sometimes advisable make portions 
assignment each unit subject mat- 
ter studied. the solution problem 
history geography this especially helpful 
enabling the pupil organize his work 
the light specific purpose. such as- 
signment there different phase work 
assigned different groups individuals, 
and might done better during the prog- 
ress the discussion than the beginning 

Sometimes assignment grows out 
questions raised class. does not inter- 


fere with the recitation, worth while 
make the assignment when the questions are 
raised. The motive proper setting then, 
and the new lesson will all the better 
prepared. 

When the assignment comes the end 
the period, the teacher must avoid being 
caught with too little time her disposal.

must clear, definite, and specific. 

must furnish motive. 

must supply pupils with the necessary 
directions for study. 

“Take the next three pages history, etc., 
for tomorrow”; “Work the next five prob- 
lems”; too indefinite assignment, and 
such, leads wasted energy and aimless 
effort the part the child. proper as- 
signment not merely quantitative but 
definite; that is, must something which 
will make the pupil observe, discover, de- 
scribe, explain. should set goal, point 
the way arriving that goal, and suggest 
possible check the accomplishment. Such 
assignment may given the form 
problem, project, unit. After the pre- 
view, development and assignment are 
made, the teacher may prepare list defi- 
nite exercises which will enable the pupil 
achieve his goal. 


Motivation the Assignment 


The second phase the assignment 
motivate the accomplishment the task. The 
approach should from the standpoint 
trying create the child’s experience 
real need for the new information skill 
gotten from the lesson assigned. accom- 
plish this, variety little devices may 
brought into play. Questions should raised 
the teacher and the pupils should en-

making her assignments, the teacher 
must bear mind the pupils’ capabilities and 
their individual differences. She 
ready stimulate each one according his 
abilities, fit the task the individual child. 
This will require great deal planning and 
forethought the teacher’s part, but 
saves the child from discouragement and 
despair well worth the trouble. The class 
may grouped according minimum, aver- 
age, maximum, level. this case, 
minimum essentials are requirements for all. 
These are supplemented extra work for 
brighter pupils. These groups need not 
stationary but may flexible, and children 


should moving from one group another 
according their achievements. 

The assignment should neither too diffi- 
cult nor too easy. reasonable, the 
pupil will able concentrate long enough 
the task without becoming 
discouraged. 

order conserve time, the teacher may 
prepare guide sheets and contracts, which 
have been duplicated and given the pupils. 
They need not depend memory know 
what but how it. This results 
better prepared lessons and the develop- 
ment better habits for reading and study. 

The use notebooks also often recom- 
mended for recording assignments. When they 
are used systematically, the training thus ob- 
tained worth while. The outline prob- 
lems, questions, references, etc., may 
highly useful for review and for reference 
future planning.

The keyboard, dutifully copied from the 
piano the kindergarten, was painted 
piece white tag and when this was com- 
bined with the builder blocks, the result was 
eminently satisfactory the Mere 
adults had difficulty identifying the finished 
object organ, and humbly envied the 
simplicity God’s little ones—that sim- 
plicity “which overleaps the goal which 
our wisdom and prudence will never attain.” 

While interest organ constructing was 
keen. the idea building church was pre- 
sented the children and they responded 
enthusiastically. Their plans called for 
framework builder blocks about ft. long, 
ft. wide. and ft. high. The upper half 
each wall was covered with wrapping paper 
which Gothic windows had been cut. The 
stained-glass effect was made use rain- 
bow onionskin paper. The roof was covered 
with wrapping paper and cross made card- 
board was fastened the front. When their 
church was erected they “landscaped the 
grounds” placing two cardboard bushes 
either side the entrance. Next came the 
placing the organ the rear the church 
and eager planning for the altars, statues, 
pews, and interior decorations. 

our “dress-up box” they found piece 
red velvet just the thing for the dossal. 
The altars were orange crates. The tabernacle 
was wooden box painted gold, and the green 
tabernacle curtain was piece mull from 
the unfailing box.” While sheeting 
was converted into altar cloths, statues 
Blessed Mother and St. Joseph were made 
tagboard and fastened upright. The 
whole group had drawn pictures Blessed 
Mother and St. Joseph and when the entire 
set was displayed the class chose the best. 
The children whose pictures were chosen drew 
the final ones the tagboard and finally the 
best “printers” made, 18-in. paper, 
the inscriptions Jesus, Mary, Joseph 
fastened the front each altar. The chil- 
dren placed blocks lengthwise for the altar 
rail and arranged kindergarten chairs for 
pews. The holy-water font was paint cup 
glued one the long blocks placed upright. 
stood the rear the church across the 
aisle from the organ. 

This group children 
boisterous and lively and therefore required 


not regimentation but sympathetic guidance 
and that all their activity 
might contribute richer experience and de- 
velopment character. conference early 
the enterprise the conversation was 
directed that the children, wanting make 
their church like real one, made the rule 
for themselves that they would always keep 
silence and act like ladies and gentlemen 
while the church. This was just the sug- 
gestion that the teacher desired. Since they 
originated the rule and saw its appropriate- 
ness they cooperated beautifully 
observance. 

The stage was now set for developing the 
concept proper behavior church. The 
group decided that each must know what 
entering and leaving the church; 
namely, take holy water and bless himself, 
walk quietly, genuflect right knee and say, 
“Sweet Jesus, love You.” They liked 
take turns going into the church and observ- 
ing the proper etiquette while the rest 
watched friendly mentors. When child 
came from the church after visit told 
him whether not remembered 
everything correctly. connection with 
etiquette church used the booklet Little 
Brother Goes Mass.* All the pictures were 
shown but those the Mass were not 
stressed. 

During religion class the children listened 
stories illustrating obedience, courtesy, 
kindness, and other virtues the Child Jesus. 
For instance they were told that the Child 
Jesus said little prayer frequently was 
His secret with God the Father. Everything 
the Child Jesus did wants do, and 
the learned direct their thoughts 
God several times during the day, even

Religion must not isolated subject, 
but must thoroughly integrated with every 
phase the child’s day. Fitzpatrick says, 
“Religion must become not only science 
but living faith, the central scheme 
motives learning and life, and all our 
relations toward self, toward neighbor, to- 
ward God.” Accordingly, our never ending 
crusade for justice, courtesy, and considera- 
tion toward others the “Fives” learned that 
the Child Jesus was always polite, obedient, 
cooperative, and helpful. this connection 
each child chose subject for picture 
wished draw. Among those chosen were: 
(1) Jesus listened quietly when St. Joseph 
was talking. (2) Jesus closed the door gently. 
(3) Jesus said “Good Morning” His friends. 
(4) When Jesus had pass front some- 
one always said, pardon Me.” (5) 
Jesus ate His vegetables. (6) Jesus kept His 
hands clean. (7) Jesus said His prayers. 

This church enterprise offered wide field 
for art expression, from the making holy- 
water fonts the painting pictures. Stories 
about Guardian Angels were supplemented 
using Cecily Hallack’s Having Guardian 
and John and Joan and their Guardian 
All worked class booklet, using 
sheets 18-in. manila paper. Each 
child made picture, patterned after those 
Cecily Hallack’s book and the teacher 
typed his caption told it. Later was 
pasted opposite his drawing the finished 
booklet, which was called “Our Angel 
Some the group made Creation Books. The 
pictures were drawn circles about in. 
diameter. class poster (24 in.) 
was made cut paper. depicted animals, 
birds, trees, flowers, and sun. The caption 
read, “God Made Everything.” The poster 
was hung the schoolroom wall above the 
church. 

Another class booklet was made pic- 
tures cut from religious catalogs. There was 
one page each for crucifixes, rosaries, prayer 
books, chalices, holy-water fonts, and statues. 
The children printed the labels for each page. 
Some them made for themselves small 
booklets similar the big one. 

Their very own prayer books were great 
delight the “Fives.” Each child was given 
typed copies the prayers they all knew. 
These copies they mounted manila sheets 
accompanied pictures cut from the cata- 
logs. The covers were construction paper 
with holy card pasted the front. The 
finished books were in. “Reading” 
prayers from these books was special joy; 
was also important factor prepara- 
tion for reading-readiness program. 

These are the prayers included the prayer 
books: 
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the name the Father and the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. Amen.

this little book the Our Father para- 
phrased —each phrase used the subject for 
meaningful poem. For instance “Hallowed 
Thy Name” explained this little verse which 
learned say daily:

Thy little song. 

Other learnings included the ability iden- 
tify and tell the use the altar, tabernacle, 
candles, chalice, crucifix, cross, statues, 
rosaries, holy-water font, pews, kneelers, and 
organ. devoted some time the subject 
holy water learned its efficacy. The 
children took turns sprinkling the class with 
holy water prayer time. Another day each 
child brought from home small bottle and 
went the church and filled with holy 
water. The children who had not previously 
known the experience having their beds 
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blessed went joyfully home insist that 
mother perform the ritual every night. 
one youngster said, “The devil afraid 
when bless myself with holy water even 
though only little boy.” 

Doctor Johnson says his article, “Activ- 
ity Curriculum the Light Catholic Prin- 
ciples” that children should provided with 
opportunities put their knowledge work 
“for their own perfection human beings 
and the welfare their Human 
and even children need help differentiate 
between the flaunting knowledge and the 
sharing with others. Doctor Johnson 
succinctly expresses this idea when says:

accordance with this salutary counsel 
the invited the first grade visit 
and share their joy. friendly and cour- 
teous manner they received their guests and 
explained the different things church: 
they told the “Sixes” all they knew about 
holy water and final item kindergartner 
sprinkled the group. 

the culmination the Church unit 
were convinced that far greater understand- 
ing the church and proper conduct had 
been achieved than had merely dealt 
abstractly with the same ideas. The degree 
the success the unit was part shown 
the children’s reaction. The larger part 
the class was interested the entire time; 
there was much talking about it, and many 
the children brought someone from home 
see the church. There was decided growth 
self-control, evidenced the efforts 
the “Fives” more considerate and more 
working together quietly and 
happily, while sharing tools and materials. 

The paramount value desired for the 
“Fives” was, course. the spiritual. was 
hoped that each child who 
considered church merely place where 
his elders went pray, might now feel some 
close association with that church; that 
might consider himself tiny yet vital cell, 
his parents members and his Divine Exemplar 
the Head that stupendous institution 
the Mystical Body Christ.

Drum 


Alta Skelly 


This drum very easy make, and very 
few materials are needed. Cut the bottom out 
one-pound coffee can. Paint with 
enamel house paint any color. 

You will need piece old discarded 
auto rubber inner tube. Cut two circles, 
in. wide, from the rubber. Cut scallops about 
inch wide around the edges. Punch hole 
not punched between each one that has 
hole. (See Fig. 2.) You should have punch 
this. 

You will need long heavy cord lace 
between the top and bottom circles. Place one 
rubber circle the top the can, and the 
other one the bottom. Tie one end the 
cord one the punched holes. Cross 
over the hole the other piece rubber. 
Repeat all around the can. Pull the cord 
until the rubber stretched tightly over the 
can, but not hard enough tear out the 
holes. (See Fig. 3.) 

Lay thin paper the illustration and 
trace the bird design. Black the backside 
the paper with soft-lead pencil. Using this 
like carbon paper, trace the design the 
center one the rubber circles. Paint 
with enamel paint. 

You will need two drumsticks. Whittle 
them out wood. They should about 
in. long with knob the end. Strike the 
drum with that end. 

Cut strip, about in. wide and ft. 
long, from the rubber inner tube. Fasten one 
end this each side the drum forming 
loop. When you wish play the drum with 
both hands while walking, put this loop around 
your neck. This should hold the drum the 
correct position for playing.

During the day, every prayer, every hour 
work, and numerous sacrifices are offered 
for this worthy cause. show their mis- 
sionary spirit concrete way, Mission Day 
devoted the remailing Catholic litera- 
ture, supplied friends who send them 
large quantities.

For its 1941 convention the Confraternity 
Christian Doctrine came across the country, from 
its glorious achievements Los Angeles last 
year, the very nerve center Catholic life 
the City Philadelphia. With the Revised 
Catechism and the New accom- 
plished facts, the Seventh National Congress 
devoted the four days November 
the discussion ways and means for consolidat- 
ing its gains religious education. was great 
recording achievement plus bringing the 
East once again the inspiration the Confer- 
ence through fearless facing the problems 
the content courses religion and the 
techniques teaching and pupil service. 

The Conference program began with inspir- 
ing Solemn Pontifical Mass Convention Hall, 
celebrated His Eminence, Cardinal 
Dougherty, Archbishop Philadelphia, with 
sermon His Excellency, the Most Reverend 
Cicognoni, Apostolic Delegate. The mass 
meeting Sunday evening was addressed the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Fulton Sheen, and was, 
course, one those dramatic events which im- 
press the Catholic and non-Catholic with the 
magnificent advance the Church America 
teaching religion all the children all the 
people. 

Splendid development program making was 
recorded the Saturday sessions which laid 
emphasis content the religion courses for 
the grades and high schools. years gone the 
Confraternity was confronted with large groups 
volunteers struggling both with content 
well teaching method. The Saturday religion- 
teachers institutes carried forward the demon- 
stration idea other years, but the Demonstra- 
VIII recognized the advent trained teachers 
and the renewed necessity wider agreement 
the objectives and the organization 
teaching material. 

course, the Conference gave adequate atten- 
tion the teaching public-school groups 
special Confraternity classes. The Newman Club 
groups public universities, the Negroes, Chinese, 
and Mexican, the blind, the deaf, and the adult 
discussion groups were treated special depart- 
mental sessions Monday and Tuesday. The 
use new teaching devices and media, like the 
movies, and Catholic literature, were covered. 
Practically all sessions were overflow meetings, 
attesting the enthusiasm the East for the 
work the Confraternity.

The importance personnel work can never 
emphasized enough our high schools. The 
difficulties attaining adequate program are, 
however, more apparent than real.

the one whom the program hinges. 

While the authors expect personnel pro- 
gram cost money, they show that recruit- 
ing material the form teachers and equip- 
ment that hand, adequate program can 
worked out with small outlay money.

Caring for Unit Ventilators 


number school buildings, con- 
structed over the past years, classroom 
unit ventilating heaters have been installed. 
These are connected like radiators the 
boiler the building, but heat the rooms 
means warm-air blast. These ventilating 
heaters are not complex mechanism, al- 
though parts the units are delicately 
adjusted. Essentially the heaters consist 
steel cabinet, exterior intake grill and 
damper the outside wall, intake grill 
and damper near the floor the classroom, 
and discharge grill the top the cabinet. 
Inside this cabinet there fin-type radiator, 
fan, and dust filter. 

Indian Education, fortnightly field letter 
the Office Indian Affairs, points 
out that the most complex installations the 
ventilator used conjunction with regu- 
lar cast-iron radiator the same room and 
both are thermostatically controlled. The in- 
take dampers the ventilators are ar- 
ranged that either all room air all fresh 
air, any desired mixture the two, may 
drawn and discharged into the room. 
Another damper varies the amount this 
air, which forced through the fin-type 
radiator before passing out into the room. 
When starting cold, dampers will automati- 
cally cause all nearly all the air 
drawn from the room, and none very 
little from the outside, and the maximum 
amount possible will forced through the 
fin-type radiator. the room begins warm 
about deg., the steam the separate 
cast-iron radiator will slowly shut off. 
the temperature continues rise, the 
dampers will automatically shift cause 
more fresh air drawn and less the 
air from the room, until all fresh air and 
room air passed through the ventilator. 
the room continues heat, bypass damper 
begins divert some the incoming air 
around the fin-type radiator until very little 
heated. Finally, the temperature 
continues rise, the steam the fin-type 
radiator slowly shut off. the room begins 
cool, the reverse procedure takes place 
until the starting conditions for both the ven- 
tilator and the cast-iron radiator are reached. 

some installations the auxiliary cast- 
iron radiator may omitted, the bypass 
damper the ventilator may left out, 
even automatic control may dispensed 
with. However, wherever 
tors are used, will found that dampers 
can set either manually automatically 
just recirculate room air, draw all fresh 
air, draw any desired mixture the two. 
Most recent installations have some form 
automatic control and are similar the type 
installation desired. 

With normal operating conditions very 
little attention the classroom unit venti- 


lating heaters required. Occasionally where 
the outside air very dusty, regions 
where sandstorms are frequent occurrence, 
the outside damper becomes clogged and does 
not operate, water accumulates the 
outside damper and then freezes, the same 
difficulty arises. cold weather steam should 
turned the lines feeding the radiator 
and ventilator all times. The fan the 
ventilator should shut off after classes are 
over, except extremely cold weather, and 
not started again until the next morning. 


Filters Two Types 


The filters these heaters are two types, 
so-called dry type which cannot cleaned 
and adhesive type which can and should 
kept clean. the first type filter 
installed, supply new filters should 
kept hand, and the latter type installed, 
there should supply oil, which 
necessary for the proper operation this 
type filter. How often the filters should 
cleaned changed will depend entirely 
the amount dust the air and frequent 
inspection sure way provide 
the highest efficiency the filter unit. 


Filters Must Cleaned 


intervals the metal cabinet should 
cleaned and dust the bottom removed with 
brush and pan, the radiator cleaned, and the 
motor and fan bearings oiled. Details re- 
moving and replacing filters will vary with 
different makes ventilators. general, they 


are readily removable loosening clips 
screws. The dry type filter most cases 
simply thrown away and new element in- 
serted. With the wet, adhesive type, the 
element should rinsed kerosine, gasoline, 
special oil such recommended the 
manufacturer. should rinsed until all 
dirt removed and then allowed drain. 
After the fluid used cleaning has drained 
out, the element should saturated with the 
recommended oil accordance with the 
manufacturer’s instructions. Since there are 
many variations wet and dry filters, 
essential that the manufacturer’s instructions 
studied carefully before any cleaning 
attempted. 

The operating mechanism these heaters 
not all complex except for the thermo- 
static controls, but sometimes the operation 
the school building the fire the boilers 
allowed out over week ends holi- 
days and the temperature drops such 
point that the radiator the cabinet 
cold that the first flow steam, after the 
plant started, will condense the coils 
and freeze. this occurs the radiators should 
warmed placing kerosine lantern 
lamp under the radiator for period long 
enough warm the element thoroughly. The 
simplest way avoid this difficulty make 
sure that the temperatures the rooms 
not ever reach the freezing point. 

the above-mentioned points are carefully 
observed, the classroom 
heaters should give many years satisfactory 
service without great deal maintenance 
expense operating care.
